New York’s New Governor. 


Martin F. Glynn, now Governor of New York, as a 
result of William Sulzer's deposition, has assumed 
office In clreumstances unusuwally trying. For months 
the State's executive affairs have been demoralized 
almost to the point of ¢haos. This condition has ex- 
tended through various departments, so that the sim- 
plest as well as the gravest duties of administration 
have been confused and hampered. Merely to restore 
order and to set the wheels running smoothly again 
will be no easy task, 

Besides this, Governor Glynn succeeds a man 
whom thousands of people regard as a victim of 
Tammany, the most intensely and most. justly de- 
spised political ring in the nation. His course will 
naturally be watched with latent, if not active, sus- 
picion by all who pity Sulzer or hate the machine. 
He will te expected to prove by extraordinary inde- 
pendence that he was not a party to the scheme of 
Boss Murphy to overthrow a Governor simply be- 
cause the Governor defied the boss. ‘ 

if we may judge, however, by the tone of New 
Vork’s influential and independent journals, the new 
Governor will have the cordial support of right- 
thinking citizens so long as he shows a sincere pur- 
pose to serve the State. Thus the New York Even- 
ing Post declares: 

We have great hopes that Gov. Glynn will 
rise to the opportunity before him. We cannot 
forget that he made an excellent Controller, 
whose administration of his office was free from 
scandal. He has had a good standing within his 
own journalistic profession, and in the main he 
nas spoken within his party for the better 
things. During these months of impeachment 
his bearing has been quiet, modest, and unas- 
suming. Had he desired to make a sensation, 
had he sought to force himself upon the atten- 
tioit of the State by storming the offices of the 
Governor and using force, he would have em- 
bittered a situation already tense. That he did 
not; that he was content to await the outcome 
quietly; that he showed such respect for the 
quiet and orderly processes of the law—these 
are the best assurances that he will prove an 
executive not only law-abiding, but in sympathy 
with the true spirit of our insticutions. Finally, 
it is a cause for thankfulness that we again 
have a man as Governor against whose private 
life no valid criticism has been uttered, even 
in the heat of bitter political campaigns. 
Governor Glynn himself made an assuring state- 

ment upon entering office. “I will not be a fac- 
tionist,” he said. “I will not devote the time which 
T owe to the State to partisan politics, within or 
outside of my ow: panty. 1 keenly appreciate the 
high responsibilities that it is my duty to meet and 
to discharge, and I will try to give an administra- 
tion in keeping with the genius and the diginty of 
the State.” If he lives up to this profession, he will 
earn a measure of public support through which he 
can accomplish in spite of Tammany those reforms 
of which his State is in vital need. There was never 
a time, perhaps, when the people were so eager to 
uphold a truly independent Governor nor so ready 
to rebuke one who bows to Tammany

Prospects Brighten 
For the Currency Bill. 


Prospects for the early enactment of the currency 
bill seem brighter than at any time since the measire 
came from the House. The President's recent confer- 
ence with Democratic Senators who were disposed to 
delay was evidently fruitful. Washington dispatches 
now Incdicate that the members of the banking and 
currency committee are composing their differences 
and that the bill will be reported by the first week of 
November. 

it is not expected that the ensuing debate will con- 
sume more than thre weeks. No filibustering tactics 
are likely, for Republicans as well as Democrats real- 
ize the country’s urgent need of a more sound and 
serviceable currency system. .The points at issue con- 
cern matters of detail rather than of principle. The 
measure will doubtless be discussed in a national, not 
@ partisan spirit. 

The President has expressed himself as‘agreeably 
surprised at the number of Republican Senators who 
will vote for the bill without demanding fundamental 
changes. In this respect the currency question pre- 
sents fewer difficulties than did the tariff.

| Banking and currency reform, on the contra- 
ry, is admitted by all parties to be necessary. 
| The main features of the pending measure are for 
the most part agreed upon.

It would be 
a noble charity. That “home,” if properly adminis- 
tered, would become one of the “institutions” of our 
land. The inmates would not: be mendicants, but the 
guests of the letters they hadghelped to make. And 
yet it might fail. § 

Certainly it would fail if the inmates surrendered 
their independence and their individuality when they 
entered its portals. He must be a man owning all be- 
tween earth and sky he occupies. Confessing that he 
has failed, he enters here with opportunity to try again. 

I have heard that there are daily newspapers in 
the United States each of which gathers $1,000 net re~ 
ceipts a day. Would it not be an action approved of 
all good men if each of these and those of lower but 
prosperous degree should contfibute to a fund to found 
a home for the men and women who made their col- 
umns worth the reading? I ‘would think that every 
publisher would leap with joy at the suggestion to 
give this mite of his income to help folks who, by their 
own fault, possibly, cannot help themselves.

Feminism in China | 


The feminist movement has reached China. cnder 
its broadening and softening influence Miss Shen Pet 
Ching, one of the new intellectuals, has just asserted 
woman's right to a fist in the nation’s affairs by call- 
ing at a Pekin newspaper office and biffing the editor 
in the e¥e.

| ; How Spiders Fish | 


It was when I lived in Greytown, Natal. One day 
T was catching small fish and aquatic insects for an 
aquarium, and I was using a small net in a shallow

stream. I happened to see on the tdge of the water a_ 


fine spider, which I captured. — 

On reaching home | placed my specimen in a large 
aquarium, where I had a number of small fish. The 
spider measured about three inches when its Tegs were 
extended. The body is small, but the legs are long. 
After hiding in the rockwork of the aquarium for some 
.time it took up a very Interesting position. It rested

I was now eager to find out how the spider caught 
the fish. That night, about 11 o'clock, I sat down by 
the aquarium to watch the spider. It had taken uP 
its position on a piece of stone, where the water was 
not deep, and had thrown out its long legs over the 
water. Their extremities rested on the surface, and 
made little depressions on it, but did not break the 
“water skin.” The tarsi of two posterior legs firmly 
held to a piece of rock just about at water level. ine 
whole body was well over the water. and the head was 
about in the center of the cordon of legs, very near to 
the surface of the water. 

After ‘watching for some time, I saw a small fish 
swim toward the stole and pass under ,he outstretched 
legs of the spider.

Thinking Makes Heads Grow 


‘This is not a facetious matter, but one which is 
the outcome of phrenological examination, on the "be- 
fore and’after” principle, of the heads of men who stir 
the public, As a matter of fact, it is contended that 
while a man stops growing, generally speaking, at the 
age of twenty-five, his head, particularly if he is a 
thinker, continues to grow and increase in sizs, often 
after he is forty years of age.

dt is usually put forth as a knockdown argument 


that if men did not bave to work for bread and butter 


they would not work at all. 

It is assumed as a matter of course that money is 
the representative of the only universal motive of hu- 
man energy, and that if all were assured a good living 
nobody would turn a hand. 

I do not believe this. 1 belleve that money is not a 
legitimate motive at ail. To illustrate, let us imagine 
that state of the world, to which we will come some 
Uday, where wages exist no more. 

Let us suppose we have so developed the state that 
every child is assured of care and due training. No 
ignorant, unskilled, or criminally defective beings are 
brought into the number of independent adults. If 
incapable of decent life on arriving at manhood they 
are taken care of in proper institutions, 

Let us suppose also that every person is fed, housed, 
and clothed by the state. No man or woman needs to 
labor to make a living. The entire motive of subsis- 
tence is climinated. ed 

Instead of this resulting in the paralysis of all en- 
ergy, it would be but the beginning of progress. As 
Morya Sheridan says: “When our existence is comfor- 
tably assured, the battle of Mfe will have begun in 
earnest.” 

Men, with their present stock of ideals, would of 
course drop into idleness under such circumstances; 
but men now differ from men then almost as much as 
a hog differs from a man. It is frankly to be admitted 
that altruistic feelings ‘and civic conscience must be 
greatly strengthened. Conditions now are the only 
practical ones for half-barbarous creatures such as we 
are at present. 

But let us be specific. 
supercede personal gain? 

Instead of work for money there will be craftsman- 
ship for the joy of it. People now love to make, do, 
and manage things, for fun, when the things are what 
they enjoy doing.” The problem of civilization is to 
change labor into craft, and thus into play. 

Machinery. is more and more replacing the drudgery 
of hands. The steam dredger does the work of a hun- 
fred hand shovels; carry that on a hundred years and 
imagine the vast amount of disagreeable effort that 
will be taken from men. 

‘There will be the enthusidem of art, of music, of 
letters and science. Even now the best work here is 
not at all for money and is poorly. paid. 

The joy'of home making is not a money-paid pleas- 
ure. The wives and mothers /of the future will be as 
busy and as happy as now. 

We are all sensitive to public opinion. The scorn of 
our fellows is a sharp whip. As we progress it will 
grow sharper. Men will be ashamed to be idle. Hu- 
man beings work as hard to avoid contempt as té get 
money. To have the esteem and prats@ of the com- 
munity will move men as powerfully as to make gain. 

In a wage-free democracy we shall not only have 
better poems and paintings and scientific “discoveries 
amd music, but street cars will be run better, groceries 
and milk will be of better quality and better distrib- 
uted, meals will be better cooked, clothes will be bet- 
ter made, and all the little, necéssary work of the 
world better done, because always a large part of the 
people can do these things and cannot write poetry nor 
compose music. = 

You remember Tom Sawyer'’s getting the boys to 
whitewash his fence, when he madg it seem fun to 
them? ° 

That is plain human nature And" believe all-men 
will do more and better work when they shall work be- 
cause it is fun to them, and when not to work will only 
mean the contempt of their fellows. a ' 

And, take it now, the people who never have to care 
for bread or clothing are about as energetic as the 
farmhands, with, of course, notalde exceptions among 
the perverts of society and of “society's” hangers on,

filled with good things for the thousands of Peopis 
Privileged to attend the sessions and the inspirationg 
of the council meetings will reach out far beyond da. 
nominational bounds to stimulate all the works for 
Christianity, progress and humanity which are, boing 
carried on in other ‘churches. The consideration of 
some changes in the matter of church soverntment, as 
well as a proposed’ change in the form of the creed 
and the adoption of a plan of apportionment by whick 
each of the churches may contribute its proper share 
of the national budget of $2:000,000 required tor the 
work of the chuvch, are among the matters to recelyy 
most consideration 


The Congregational church is distinguished by 
sreater freedom in church government than any Be 
religious denomination. Hach church ts’a law unto 11. 
se. , and there have been few restrictions as ts how jy 
should conduct its work. Even the national councis 
has had no actual power. It can only recommeng 
a desired action. The work of the denomination has 
been carried on by societies or associations, each of 
which has worked for some direct object. These or. 
sanizations cover the widest range of religious ang 
humanitarian effort but recently the bossidility os 
their overlapping each other has been considered, 
Since the Congregational body has increased so Breatly 
in number and strength, the’ need of a system of reg 
ulating it has been keenly felt. At the same time sven 
regulation must be brought about without interference 
or dictation, for the principle upon which the church \« 
founded is the absolute freedom and independence of 
each separate organization. 


The question of the reorganization of these denom. 
inational agencies with a view to greater efficiency 
has been under consideration for years. At the last 
national council, held in Boston in 1919, a commission 
of nineteen was appointed to formulate plans for the 
reorganization of the church body. This comutssion 
is composed of nineteen of the most active minister 
and laymen connected with the church. After sever 
months’ work this commission published a pamphlet 
which was submitted to the churches for consideration, 
This pamphlet states the points at issue and makes @ 
number of definite suggestions regarding them. The 
chief matter relates to the recognition of the repre 
sentative principle in the administration of the benev- 
olent organizations of the chureh. Thé commission 
recommends that responsibility for them be vested in 
the national council. This change will involve the 
organic relation of the organizations with the council, 


Three plans have been submitted to ine Congregas 
tional churches of the country for securing the desired 
results. Each will be presented before the council 
and it is lkely that the plan ultimately adopted will 
be influenced by all three. In addition to the plan of 
the commission of nineteen, one will be presented by 
the home missionary board and another by the Chi« 
cago Ministers’ unton. ‘The first provides that tha 
home societies shall make their voting membership 
the membership of the national council, and that the 
council shall appoint a committee of twenty-five ta 
Study missionary activities and to report at each ses- 
sion of the council such changes as will bring about 
greater resul The Chicago ministers suggest that 
1.» national counell recognize the crganizations of the 
church and request them to modify thelr constitutions 
so that the membership of the council shall be their 
electorate, each society being allowed to nomitate 150, 
members at large; and also that the council shall estab- 
lish a missionary’ commission of eighteen members to 
study the work of the societies with a view to closer 
co-operation for. maximum efficiency at minimum ex+ 
penditure. 


The chief activities of the church are missionary 
in chareactey. ut this missionary work reaches fut 
beyond the usual interpretation of the word. One of 
the works which will reteive much attention during 
the council is increasing the means of reaching and 
helping tite immigrants. A demonstration of the suc: 
cess with which the efforts of the Congregation inuni- 
grant work has already been met with was the organ- 
ization of the Congregational Slavic union made {9 
Cleveland last month at a gathering in which over for 
ty mission churenes were represented, The represot- 
tatives came from wiuely separate fields, some from 
rural districts in Virginia and others from congested 
clty sections, ““‘The Three G's,” Gaviik, Gallo snd 
Gluyua, distinguished for their deVotional zeal, repre: 
sented the workers in the steel districts around Pitt® 
burg. The representative of the Congregational Home 
M-..onary society at Ellis Island was in attendance 
Among thé matters discussed -was the publication of 
undenominational religious newspapers in several Jan 
guages, as it is difficult for non-English reading Chris- 
tians to know what is being done by their brethren in 
other parts of the country. A feature of the immi- 
grant worl: of the Consregationalists is the Scheuffier 
‘Training school in Cleveland in which foreign-born 
girls are being trained for social missionary wort 
among people of their own races.

Another novelereligious effort put forth by,the Con

One rainy afternoon, less than two years ago, five wonien met in the 
apartment of one of them in New York. 


They met to talk about the climbing price of food.

In Lexington, Ky., the women tackled two ice companies which, by 
private agreement, had discontinued weighing the ice. The Housewives 
contended that if the drivers could guess at the weight, the customer could 
guess at the bill. They weigh all the ice now. 


In Ithaca, N. Y., the branch has adopted’ as its slogan: ‘‘Every House- 
wife an inspector!’’

Slogan at Vandy—Halfback 
Gap Is Filled 


NASHVILLE, Tenn, Oct. 21.—Lick| 
Michigan or bust, is the slogan at Van- 
derbfit these days, and confidence in 
the ability of the Commodores to du- 
plcate the surprise sprung by the lowly 
Aggies is growing every hour. 

Despite the evidently crippled condi- 
tion of the Wolverines, the Commodores | 
are none too confident of victory, as) 
they are not as strong as last season or 
in 1911, when they lost to Michiran by 
a 9 to 8 score, a missed punt-out after 
a touchdown causing thelr defeat. 

It is probable that the same line-up 
which started against Henderson will 
open the Michigan battle for Vanderbilt, 
McQueen having made a good impres- 
sion at right halfback. This player's 
chief fault seems to be the inability to 
Keep his feet after being tackled, and 
iv this can be remedied he seems cer- 
tain to prove a strong backfield man.
